is taken for income tex. In addition, there ig a oultural, tex of 20 
rublea, and 4 special tax of about 20 rubles is imposed on bachelors and 
childless households, Other demands, such as foreed contributions to 4 
cover goverament loans, are made on the workers’ salaries from time tc 


tine. 


2. Factory workers are paid in an irregular fashion. Sometimes they receive 
150-200 rubles with the promise that the rest will be paid the following 
month, At times they receive no salary for two months. Factory directors 
can take advantage of the workers in this respect because no worker can 
leave the factory before his contract expires or without obtaining special 


authorization. 


3. Party dignitaries, important functionaries » and professors receive, in 

addition to their fond ration card, vouchers of 300~500 rubles permitting 

them to procure food at special stores at the prices of rationed godds. Rattons 
for the average worker include 550 grams of bread per day and 2°kes. of 

meat, 800 gr. of fat, and 800 er. of sugar per month. Actually, they 

do not always receive these Items. For instance ys the worker may receive 

for his monthly fat ration 200 ax, of butter ard the rest in margerine, 
sunflower ol, or even salted herring. Likewise » tor Iiis meat ration he 

may recelye smoked or salted fish or inferior sausage. Vegetables and 

potatoes are hard to optain.

Drecifust consists of a thin cabbage soud, 4 ‘l4ttle enlted fish, and a few 
potatoes, “orkers must bring their own bread. Stakhanovists, udarniks, 
and workers who have completed the minimun quots of tvrork are not cbliged to 
surrender neat or fat coupons for neals at the f.ctory. 


Coptuin fantorLes vrovide housing facilities for the varlrers. However , 
nost workers prefer to be lodged in separate ayartnents, where they do not 
Live in foar of being out out on the street fron one day to the noxt. ‘The 
averace rent for a vorker ecrning 600 rubles por nonth is 32 rubles pex 
nonth, “LecteLeity anc cas in a household of three acults amounts to ubout 
2) xubles per north. a , 


Priecos of clothing are vractically orohibitive for the worker. “yen second- 
hand clothes on the bluck merket 2re very ccpensive. On vere occasions the 
worker receives gnecial counons with which he can purchase a suit at special. 
stores. However, the vorkers with whon source svoke reported that the 
quality of the natcrial of these suits was so poor that they wore not worth - 


puying. 
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
